STRIKE IN DOVER. 


Mills of COcheco Manufacturing Com' 


pany Shut Down on Wednesday. 


A strike was inaugurated in the 


carding and ring spinning depart- 
ments of the Cocneco Manufacturing 
company's mills at Dover on Wed- 
nesday morning, and as a result all 
of the company's fine, large mills 
were shut down at noon and fully 
1500 operatives were forced into idle- 
ness. 


The 
difficulty which led to the 


trouble seems to be an attempt on the 
part of the management of the cor- 
poration to get extra labor out of 
some of its employes without giving 
them any compensation 
for extra 


time. This, the employes allege, is 
in direct violation of the sixty-hour 
labor law, which was enacted several 
years ago. 


There are upwards of 1500 people 


employed directly in these mills, and 
a prolonged shut down would mean 
a great loss to the business interests 
of the city and a great financial loss 
to the company and its operatives. 


Mr. Fish has given out the follow- 


ing interview, setting forth his, or 
rather the company's side of the un= 
fortunate affair: 


"A committee which waited upon 


me regarding the time of starting the 
machinery was informed that I was 
willing and ready at any time to lis- 
ten to any just grievance they might 
have, but in this instance I did not 
consider they had any grievance, as 
it had been the custom for years to 
start the mills as at present, and that 
wages were regulated accordingly. 


"The mills are now preparing to 


pay off every department Friday, al 
though the regular pay day does not 
come until a. week later. The shut- 
ing down of the mills will not affect 
the print works, which will continue 
to run." 


The various unions held meetings 


at the Weavers' hah on Wednesday 
afternoon, and talked over the situa- 
tion. Every effort will be made to 
effect a speedy settelment 
of the 


difficulty by the leaders of the union, 
who say that all they ask Is a com- 
pliance with the la.w, on the part ol 
the company, in regard to th« num- 
ber of hours per day their help shall 
labor. 


The operatives in the ring-spinning 


department are nearly all girls rang- 
ing from sixteen years up, and the 
operatives in the carding rooms are 
mostly 
women. 
It is for 
these 


women and children that the union 
claims the right to interfere.

•ory Arbitration and forever put an 
end to wars in that section. At the 
close of the congress it was an- 
nounced that a treaty 
had been 


signed providing for the arbitration 
ot every disagreement that imight oc- 
cur between any two or more of the 
republics; but later it was stated that 
Guatemala had refused to concur, ow- 
ing to some 
dispute between the 


president of that state and the presi- 
dent of Salvador. 
The 
presidents 


of 
Salvador, Honduras and 
Nic- 


aragua wished to follow the precedent 
of Mexico, and establish a federated 
republic of Central American states; 
but the president of Guatemala would 
not agree to this, and the president of 
Costa Rica was not enthusiastic for 
it. 
Nevertheless, the court of com- 


pulsory arbitration was established; 
but the election in Honduras knocked 
the court galley west. All the other 
republics had to help at the election. 
Guatemala favors the president-elect; 
Nicaragua and Salvador 
favor 
the 


president who was voted out; Nic- 
aragua is openly supplying the Guate- 
malan rebels with anms and ammuni- 
tion, and Costa 
Rica is getting 


ready to aid Guatemala. As the out- 
come of a peace congress, the result 
Ip unique.

house this afternoon passed the bill 
exempting from taxation the property 
held in this state by the Appalachi- 
an Mountain club.

bill 


wrong as it granted special priveleg- 
es to a special class. 


The amendment wa» opposed and 


the bill supported by Whitcher of 
Haverhill, Nason of Dover, Remich of 
Littleton, Crosman of Littleton, Wor- 
cester of Rochester, Goss of 
Berlin, 


Buckley of Lancaster, W-hittemore Of 
Dover and Ahearn of Concord. 


The amendment' was defeated and 


the bill passed on a viva voce vote by 
a large majority. 


The governor and council appoint- 


ed police commissioners today as fol- 
lows: Concord, Josiah E. Dwight; 
Portsimouth, True L. Norris; Lacon- 
ia, Charles W. Vaughan. 


The legislative committe on liquor 


laws concluded its hearing today to 
the druggists of the state. 
Their 


counsel, H. G. Sargent of Concord, 
was asked at the conclusion of his ar- 
gument to give his personal opinion 
on the matter. 


He said that he favored a straight 


license law, rather than local option. 
His experience in attempting to en- 
force the prohibitory law in this city, 
he said had not been satisfactory. He 
did not believe that the present stat- 
ute could be enforced in this state. 
Mr. Sargent was formerlyri mayor of 
Concord. 


The National Womans' Suffrage as-

stalks in a bill, one dragging after 
planting, one deep and four shallow 
cultivations and the renio\al of all bar- 
ren stalks anil suckers. You can raise 
just such a crop as this if you want to.

known, the eastern fruit particuluri/ 
being gnarly, undersized nnd defective.

The better prfparation of the 
ground before planting will also help, 
aa well as the more thorough cultiva- 
tion of the crop. Touching on the im- 
portance of the seed used and the type 
of com raised, we mention that thirty 
rumples of corn, supposed to be the 
boi that thirty corn raisers could en- 
ter for premiums, offered at a farmers' 
institute and carefully scored varied In 
proportion of corn to cob from <»S to 88 
per cent- Of the thirty samples exhibit- 
Mi twenty-seven were what might be 
properly called scrub corn, showing no 
distinct type or breeding, the best corn 
exhibited being a pure br*-d corn. We 
believe that seven bushels per acre 
may be added to the product of any 
cornfield by the use of pure bred seed, 
just as $2 per "hundredweight is added 
to the value of a pure bred steer. This 
reform may be easily brought about by 
any man who will give the thought to 
this subject which it deserves. The oth- 
er three bushels per acre we believe 
can be secured in tbe matter alone of 
more thorough preparation of. the 
ground before planting. 


HOnSEFI-ESH AS FOOD.

MARKET DAYS FOR FARMERS, 
The question of the utility of a fixed 


market day at some central point for 
farmers to aid them in the sale of the 
products of their farms is being dis- 
cussed at many of the farm institutes 
this winter. While iu a thickly settled 
country, as in all the agricultural dis- 
tricts cf Europe, where a home market 
is found for all produce, these market 
ilaj s are indispensable, the conditions 
iu this country are quite different, the 
hulk of the produce raised being ex- 
ported. Of course with some minor ar- 
ticles such ns the home market takes 
it would be a good thing to bring buy- 
or and seller together on a market day. 
This may, however, in a measure be se- 
cured by the liberal use of the farm 
telephone and the more general use of 
tbe local newspaper as an advertising 
medium. A good large bulletin board 
placed in front of a man's residence 
will be an aid in the same direction.

poor yield of butter is more the fault 
of the ration fed than of the cow, thou 
=;ands of men keeping cows beins 
densely ignorant as to the kinds of 
food a row needs in order to produce 
milk, thinking they have eloiie the-h 
whole duty by her when they have 
•,'iveu her all tbe corn and hay she will 
put, not knowing that this ration is 
about as productive of milk as the 
Unrel heads on the roadside. 


DAILY PAPER AJfD FARMER. 


Three factors are at work through 


many of the agricultural districts ol 
the country to break through the shell 
nf conservatism winch has so long en- 
veloped the farmers as a class—one, the 
telephone; another, the rural mail de 
livery, and the third and not least, the 
iidvent of tho daily paper in his home 
Heretofore lie has been at least a week 
removed from the stirring events of tho 
clay and so failed to take that interest 
in the world's work the man does who 
is in daily touch with it. Tlie change 
wrought by these agencies is becoming 
very manifest and is wholly in the line 
of making the farmer a broader and 
more intelligent man. 


NARROWER HIGHWAYS. 


The tremendous waste associated

The Arbeiter Zeitung, published la 


Vienna, gives full reports of the trials 
of several hundred Kussian peasants 
at Xijui-N'ovgorod, Saratoff aiid Sor 
movo for participation in the political 
riots which took place in the early 
spring of last year, from which, it ap 
peara, that the proceedings were lively 
and at times dramatic. 


At Xijui-Xovgorod 440 peasants wen 


tried before a special tribunal be- 
hind closed doors. The charge against 
them was that they had taken an ac- 
tive part in demonstrations at which 
shouts of -Down with the czar!" 
"Down with absolutism !"* "Hurrah for 
political freedom:" were heard, at 
which revolutionary songs were sung 
and at which seditious speeches were 
delivered. 


When called on to answer to tho 


toargp, the ringleader, Bikoff, said: 


"I have known nothing but poverty 


and misery all my life. I was hardly 
twelve yeans old when I first felt the 
sting of Cossack knouts, I was then 
employed in a factory at Lodz at & 
wage of sixpence a week. When the 
men, who were also paid the same 
scale, asked for higher wages, the pro- 
prietor told the authorities that bis 
men were all revolutionists and asked 
for military aid to keep them in order. 


"Fifteen hundred Cossacks were im 


mediately sent The proprietor made 
them drunk and then turned them 
loose among the workmen on his prem- 
ises. The lesult was too awful for the 
human mind to imagine. I myself saw 
a young girl's eyes poked out of their 
sockets. I was wounded and suffered 
from the effects of the injury for 
years afterward. That was my first 
experience of the benevolent govern- 
ment of the czar, and since then I have 
had only too many more of the same 
kind." 


Another of the accused, named Sam- 


lin, said that he had been sentenced to 
fifteen months' solitary confinement 
for organizing a society for the study 
of Russian , literature, to two years' 
hard labor facs'iiaTing five books oil" 
socialism in Ms possession and to three 
years' hard labor on the mere suspicion 
of having sympathized with a revolu- 
tionary agitation carried on in his dis- 
trict. He said tHnt the injustice that 
he had experienced had made him so 
desperate that he felt himself to be an 
enemy of a government that tolerated 
such atrocities being practiced in its 
name. 


At Saratoff the counsel for the d™-' 


fense declared that tLey fully sympa- 
thized with, the political views of the 
accused. One of them declared that 
the government would do better to 
erect schools than scaffolds, and an- 
other said that chance alone had pre- 
vented him from being in the dock by 
the side of the prisoners. The presid- 
ing judge sentenced six lawyers to six 
months' solitary confinement for con- 
tempt of court committed by utter- 
ances of this kind. 


One of the accused, Ochanina, made 


a long speech to defense of his position. 
saying: 


"In Eussia nine-tenths of the people 


are slowly starving, yet the govern- 
ment has no better remedy than to 
shoot down workmen and students by 
the hundred." 


At the climax of his speech Ochanina 


was overpowered by his feelings and 
Cell back in a dead faint. 


Another prisoner, named JefSmoC, 


shouted at the top of his voice: 


"I despise you all. Do with me what 


you like. I am past caring what be- 
comes of me, thanks to your system of 
misrule." 


The presiding judge ordered Jefflnioa 


to be removed, aru he was dragged exit 
of court struggling and shouting: 


"Mr. President, you are nothing but 


the czar's flunky." 


Sentences varying from lifelong ex- 


ile in Siberia to two years' hard labor 
were passed. None of the accused was 
acquitted. Those banished to Siberia 
Included nearly a hundred women and 
several youths tinder eighteen years of 
age. 


A report of the trial containing the 


utterances of the prisoners and their 
advocates lias been circulated through- 
cut Russia by the socialist party, and 
it has produced a great impression on 
thousands of readers.
